The Goy- 
ernment of India always impresses upon the native chiefs the 
importance of economy. The Bhupal Darbar states in every 
annual report that the administration is conducted with great 
economy, but we regret to'say that there are really many un- 
necessary items of expenditure. Inthe time of the late Begam 
the State was heavily mvolved in debt,:and she managed with 
great difficulty to reduce the debt to 7} lakhs of rupees. 
The present Begam paid off this remaining debt, and then 
turned her attention to the improvement of her finances... We 
hoped that the State would be able to amass a suitable sum 
of money in twenty .or twenty-five years, ‘but . this has not 
been the case. The'settlement. involved a cost of five lakhs 
of rapees. The State contributed fifty lakhs towards the cost 
of the railway. Many lakhs of rupees ‘have: also: been: sperit 
on the construction of roads, the new:palace called the'Taj- 
mahal, dispensaries, houses for.
